Another weapon of fairness and truth in advertising 


is the American Association of Advertising Agencies, 
whose principal influence is wielded through and with 
the national advertisers, to whom the agencies serve 
as advertising counsellors.

I daresay the average 
reader imagines that the advertisements in the cur- 
rent issues were written Just in time to catch the 
paper as it went to press, not realizing that each ad- 
vertisement is a unit in a carefully planned sales cam- 
paign mapped out months before for months to come, 
and that each advertisement must pass the acid test 
in every word of text and line of illustration. 


It is a wrong idea—though a common one—that ad- 


vertisements are the work of a .high-»alaried genius 
whose flowery sentences flow from his pen during a. 
seance with inspiration. Common sense and honest 
study are a better team than genius and inspiration. 
They keep both feet on the ground and deliver results 
long after the sparkle of a brilliant advertisement has 
been forgotten. 
The public realizes another important factor in ad- 


vertising, yet without realizing it. That factor is the 
value the stability of trade-marked goods and the pro- 
tection of buying from a 
well-known 
firm. 
Few 


women say to themselves that they feel safer buying 
a trade-marked corset because they know It to be gen- 
uine in its advantages. They see it advertised season 
after season and each season new thousands adopt it. 
Particularly now, when prices of so many lines are ad- 
vancing, the public unconsciously looks to the trade- 
marked, advertised merchandise for protection, They 
know that these goods may be depended upon; that it 
their prices are advanced it will be only so much as 
is necessary to maintain quality. 


Publications are growing more and more careful of 


the advertisements they print. Any extravagant state- 
ment is challenged, and all nefarious advertising dies 
a-bournin'. 
Just as the bar associations disbar shyster lawyers, 


and the medical associations drive quack doctors to 
cover, 
the 
American Association of Advertising 


agencies is doing heroic service to the public in clean- 
ing up the last lingering sore spots in advertising.
